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Remembrance Day events routes set to be ‘tweaked’

COMMUNITY leaders have hit 
out at the decision by police 
to drastically cut the amount 
of officers available for Re- 


fected. It is believed there will be around 39 of¬ 
ficers available to close roads and divert traffic 
compared to 72 last year for the events in Dar- 
laston, Aldridge, Bloxwich and Pelsall. 

Darlaston South Councillor Doug James 
said: “It is disgraceful that on the day when 
my town, and all the towns in Walsall, join the 
country in remembering our war dead that we 
can’t deploy enough officers to ensure our tra¬ 
ditions. 

“Each town centre has their own and par¬ 
ticular route to honour local men and women, 
which they have being doing for decades. I 
know the police are doing their best in very dif¬ 
ficult circumstances but surely this is one cut 
too far.” 

Wreaths 

Jeff Johnson, who organises the parade in 
Darlaston each year, has spoken to police chiefs 
regarding changes with the route, but it was 
yet to be finalised for the town. 

The parade usually starts from Victoria Road 
and travels to St Lawrence Church for a service 
and the laying of wreaths. 

The 65-year-old, of Darlaston, who also or¬ 
ganises the poppy appeal in the town, said: 
“What it’s going to be this year, I’m not sure. 
I’ve given them a route starting from the town 
hall in Victoria Road, the traditional start¬ 
ing point, but they want it to start from King 
Street. 

“It is disappointing. We’ve done it in a 
particular way for so many years but we are 
confronted with the reality of there not being 
enough police officers to police it.” 

Walsall Police Superintendent Lee Kendrick 
said the force had secured officer resources 
from Walsall. 

He said some student officers who are new 
to the organisation had also welcomed the op¬ 
portunity to help out on the day and staff the 
road closures. 

Supt Kendrick added: “It means all 11 pa¬ 
rades in the town can go ahead but some routes 
have been tweaked and we appreciate organis¬ 
ers being flexible.”

MP’s dismay over costs 
for security at marches 

THE cost of policing far-right protests in Black 
Country towns has been labelled ‘unfortunate’ 
by an MP. David Winnick said he was dismayed 
by the £42,000 spent for the march by the Eng¬ 
lish Defence League in Walsall in August, and 
a £60,000 bill for an All Football Fans/Firms 
Against Islamisation march in Dudley in June. 

The Walsall North MP said: “It is unfortunate. 
Even these sums did not include duty staff from 
elsewhere being posted. I don’t criticise the 
steps taken by the police; blame lies with those 
aiming to stir up as much trouble and hate be¬ 
tween communities as possible.” 

DEVELOPMENT 

Extra homes at site 
of Beechdale School 

MULTI-MILLION pound plans to build an 
extra 80 homes at a former school site in 
Beechdale are set to get the nod from plan¬ 
ning chiefs today, Thursday. Forty proper¬ 
ties have already been built on the former 
Beechdale School site as part of a £5 million 
flagship development by Accord Group. 

The old school in Remington Road closed 
in 2007 and was demolished. The Innovation 
Way development was officially launched by 
Accord recently and a phase two for 80 more 
properties was put forward. There would be 
a mix of two to four-bedroom houses and 
one and two-bedroom flats. 

ARBORETUM 

Illuminated park will 
be ready for the winter 

WORK to permanently light up the landmark 
Walsall Arboretum is due to be completed by 
winter as part of a £270,000 scheme. The illumi¬ 
nated park project aims to sparkle key features 
and routes at the town’s premier site. 

It comes after the park has undergone a 
£7.6m revamp which saw the Visitor Centre fin¬ 
ished this year. Leisure chief councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “We’re just weeks away from com¬ 
pleting work on the illuminated park which will 
seal the final stage of the Arboretum’s glorious 
restoration.” 

The scheme to transform the arboretum 
began in 2010 with the bandstand being refur¬ 
bished. A new-look lido has also been opened.

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Ofsted tells school it must do better 


A SCHOOL in Brownhills has been 
ordered to improve amid concerns 
over ‘weak’ pupil standards and a 
failure to monitor their progress. 

Inspectors from Ofsted highlighted 
poor grammar, spelling and a need to 
improve mathematics at Brownhills 
West Primary. 

A report following the inspection 
just before the summer break has 
highlighted a need to make improve¬ 
ments in four of five areas. 

These include management, qual¬ 
ity of teaching, pupil achievement 
and early year provision. The only 


good rating was pupil behaviour and 
safety. However, despite being told to 
improve there were some strengths 
identified such as having a clear di¬ 
rection to improve, better attendance 
and some education progress. 

The school in Shannon Drive, 
which was rated as good in its previ¬ 
ous inspection, has around 180 pupils 
aged from three to 11. It is now grade 
three rather than two. 

Lead Ofsted inspector Heather 
Simpson said: “Teachers do not al¬ 
ways check on the progress of all 
groups when they are working with 


a specific group and are therefore 
unsure how well pupils’ are doing, or 
whether the work provided is too easy 
or too hard. 

“For example, in a Year One read¬ 
ing lesson, the most-able pupils were 
reading a short non-fiction book 
which was too easy for them. They 
finished it quickly and had no further 
work to go on to so time was wasted 
and their progress was limited. 

“Pupils are now writing at greater 
length and the presentation of their 
work is improving. However, their 
use of grammar, punctuation and 


spelling is weak in most classes as 
teachers do not always focus closely 
enough on this aspect.” 

She added: “Pupils’ achievement 
requires improvement because their 
progress has not been consistently 
good since the previous inspection 
and remains uneven across the 
school.” 

In 2014, standards fell to below av¬ 
erage at the end of Key Stage 1 and 
Key Stage 2, especially in mathemat¬ 
ics. The proportions reaching the lev¬ 
els required in grammar, punctuation 
and spelling were also below average. 


Playing fields wrecked 
by treasure hunters 


METAL detectorists are wreck¬ 
ing playing fields by digging up 
turf in their hunt for treasure, un¬ 
happy community leaders claim. 

Ground has been pulled up causing 
holes in the football and rugby pitches 
at King George V sports fields in Blox- 
wich. 

The actions have been condemned as 
a ‘disgrace’ by furious Bloxwich East 
councillor Kathy Philips, who claims it is 
happening at Walsall Arboretum and in 
Brownhills also. She said: “There is a real 
problem with people using metal detectors 
and digging up the playing pitches. It is a 
disgrace.” 

Detectorists can apply for a permit to dig 
on council owned land, but the concerned 
councillor is now calling on the council to 
ban it. She said: “The problem has really 
increased this year and it’s an accident 
waiting to happen. 

“They go around digging up just about 
everywhere, there have been complaints 
from the Walsall Arboretum and Holland 
Park in Brownhills too. I think the problem 
has increased because people who may not 
have a licence are seeing others do it and 
digging up the playing fields too. 

Problems 

“Once they have finished digging they 
just pat it down and then dogs or foxes 
come along and dig it back up. 

“There are a lot of sports clubs that play 
here and I’m worried someone is going to 
break their ankle or worse.” 

The holes are causing problems on both 
football and rugby pitches at the park, 
which is home to both Bloxwich Rangers 
Football Club and Bloxwich Rugby Club. 

Helen Bishop coaches children at the 
park as part of Bloxwich Rangers Football 
Club. She said: “The ground on the site is 
uneven and there are tufts of ground dug 
up but we never realised why.” 

Councillor Louise Harrison, portfolio 
holder for Clean and Green at Walsall 
Council, said officers were monitoring the 
situation. She said: “We’re concerned to 
hear about these reports of holes being dug 
and not filled which can cause damage to 
turf and our maintenance equipment. To 
operate a metal detector on council land 
requires a permit from the local authority 
as well as insurance.”

A NEWLY-BUILT luxury retire¬ 
ment village could be demolished 
and residents forced to move out 
after claims it is being operated 
outside planning law. 

The Hawthorns in Erdington 
Road, Aldridge, was granted plan¬ 
ning permission on the basis of 
being a 70-bedroom care home - 
but officers from Walsall Council 
say it is not being used for that and 
has instead been transformed into 
rented fiats. 

A planning application was 


lodged in 2012 to demolish the for¬ 
mer Baytree House Care Home and 
build a new three-storey care home 
in its place. 

But enforcement action is now 
being sought after officers discov¬ 
ered the building instead contains 
70 self-contained fiats. 

The building is occupied by seven 
residents, with one of them needing 
a district nurse service and three 
needing personal care from an ex¬ 
ternal provider. 

Planning chiefs will be encour¬ 


aged to take enforcement action 
when they meet today, Thursday. 

If agreed, bosses will have three 
months to demolish the building 
and restore the land to its previous 
condition or face prosecution. 

Walsall Council’s head of plan¬ 
ning and building control David 
Elsworthy said: “The owners have 
admitted that they are not intend¬ 
ing to operate as Care Quality 
Commission qualified premises and 
there is to be no 24 hour nurse on 
site.” 


Funding call 
in order to 
help groups’ 
development 

GROUPS across the Black Country with 
ideas to make their communities a bet¬ 
ter place to live can apply for funding. 

Charity the People’s Health Trust 
has just launched Active Communities 
in Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton. Using money raised by 
HealthDesire through The Health Lot¬ 
tery, the independent charity is looking 
to invest in projects that support people 
living in the most disadvantaged neigh¬ 
bourhoods of the West Midlands. 

Active Communities is a funding 
programme for not-for-profit groups 
with an income of less than £350,000 a 
year, or an average of £350,000 over two 
years, seeking investment of between 
£5,000 and £50,000 for projects lasting 
up to two years. 

John Hume, chief executive of Peo¬ 
ple’s Health Trust, said: “We’re looking 
to support ideas designed and run by 
local people. Whether it’s a women’s vol¬ 
unteering group run by and for Bengali 
women; a computer skills support group 
run for and by older people; support 
for local people to become community 
organisers; or young people living with 
mental ill-health wishing to address ac¬ 
cess to work issues or discrimination, 
we’re interested to hear about it.” 

The trust is looking for small and 
local projects, designed and run by local 
people. They are also looking for great 
ideas from communities of interest, for 
example a group of people who have 
something in common and wish to come 
together to address something that is 
important to them. 

Axed bus service 
back on the road 

AN axed bus service from Cannock to 
Walsall has been reinstated following 
complaints from more than 200 people. 

The number two Arriva Midlands bus 
passes through Great Wyrley and Ches- 
lyn Hay. The service, which ran every 30 
minutes, six days a week, was axed on 
September 4. Bus users decided to fight 
for the service leading transport bosses 
to perform a uU-turn on the decision. 

Dan Flanagan, Arriva’s local manager, 
said: “Arriva Midlands will continue to 
provide a reliable and punctual service.” 

Service two will run up to every 30 
minutes on Monday to Saturday be¬ 
tween Cannock, Cheslyn Hay, Great 
Wyrley, Bloxwich and Walsall. New 
timetable leaflets will be available soon 
from libraries and the Travel Shop at 
Walsall Bus Station. 

Poundland lands 
top retail award 

POUNDLAND, with its headquarters 
in Willenhall, has received a discount 
retailer of the year award. It was among 
the winners at the Retail Industry 
Awards. The independent drink retailer 
award went to Drinks Express’s Anchor 
Wines shop in Anchor Road, Aldridge. 
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Police's bill 
for demos 
by groups 
tops £100k 

RIGHT wing protests have cost West 
Midlands Police more than £100,000 
in the space of two months, it has 
emerged. 

Almost 700 police officers and staff 
were pulled in from all areas of the 
force to manage the latest EDL march 
in Walsall in August and it cost just 
over £42,000. 

It comes after the bill came in at 
£60,000 for police to manage a simi¬ 
lar march by members of All Football 
Fans/Firms Against Islamisation (AF- 
FFAI) in Dudley in June. 

Around 200 supporters gathered in 
Walsall last month for the demonstra¬ 
tion, which led to nine arrests. 

The far-right group said they had 
come to Walsall ‘to expose problems 
brought about by Islamification’. 

A Freedom of Information request 
has now revealed that a total of 677 
police officers and staff were called 
in to help police the event, including 
more than 450 officers on the ground. 

West Midlands Police estimated 
that policing the protest cost the force 
£42,371, although said the figures 
were still being finalised. 

It amounts to around £10,000 for 
each hour protesters were gathered 
in the town. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Susan Brown said: “The costs do not 
include the cost of duty time staff 
posted to this event from other duties 
within the West Midlands. 

“This reduced cost is due to police 
officers having rest days cancelled for 
this event so effectively transferred to 
a duty time deployment.” 

Fraudster stole 
more than £82k 

A WOMAN stole more than £82,000 
by depositing cash from two compa¬ 
nies into another account for a fraud¬ 
ulent business, a court was told. 

Angela Savage, of Walsall, pleaded 
guilty to one count of fraud and an¬ 
other of theft during a short hearing 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. The 
court heard Savage, 48, of Daffodil 
Place, had placed money belonging to 
Hole in the Wall and Fabric Direct, 
both based in Walsall, into an account 
for UK Food - a fraudulent company. 

Savage spoke only to confirm her 
name and enter her guilty pleas 
during the hearing. The case was 
adjourned for a pre-sentence repor- 
ton October 13 when she will be sen¬ 
tenced. The court was told she was of 
previous good character. 

Farming cause 
gets cash boost 

LOCAL volunteers took to the streets 
of Walsall on September 19 to col¬ 
lect money for Compassion in World 
Farming, raising a total of £149.52 for 
Britain’s leading farm animal welfare 
organisation. 


Argos looking to take on nearly 400 


ARGOS is looking to recruit 377 seasonal workers 
to work across its West Midlands stores, including 
Wolverhampton, this Christmas. 

The company wants 335 “customer helpers” to 
support Argos’ 30 stores in the area to meet cus¬ 
tomer demand for toys, video games, technology and 
other popular gifts over the festive season. 

In addition 42 drivers “with great customer ser¬ 
vice skills” are wanted to work as part of Argos’ 
store to customer door distribution service during 
the peak shopping season, which it expects to be 
highly popular with customers looking for same- 
day delivery. 

The retail chain said initial contracts for all va¬ 
cancies were around three months, but held out the 


hope of some jobs becoming permanent at the end of 
the season where there were vacancies. 

Recruits will be offered a minimum of 10 hours 
per week, with a minimum of six hours per week for 
weekend staff. 

The recruitment is part of a nationwide hunt by 
Argos for 9,000 Christmas staff, with jobs available 
at stores across the UK, including more than 100 
digital Argos stores. 

Across the West Midlands Argos has stores in 
Wolverhampton, Bentley Bridge in Wednesfield, 
Bilston, Dudley, Walsall, Oldbury, Merry Hill, West 
Bromwich, Rugeley, Kidderminster, two in Cannock 
and another two in Stafford. 

The company says it serves 121 million customers 


every year, with 19 out of 20 people living less than 
10 miles from one of its stores.

Group in pledge to build 
new homes despite cuts 


A HOUSING association in Walsall 
has pledged to continue to build 
hundreds of new homes in the bor¬ 
ough over the next three years, de¬ 
spite the pressures of planned so¬ 
cial housing rent cuts. 

Chancellor George Osborne’s intention 
to cut social housing rents could pose a 
serious challenge to housing association 
and local authority revenue streams, with 
a knock-on effect on building schemes. 

The Government is planning to reduce rents 
in the social housing sector by one per cent a 
year for four years from 2016. Bosses at Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group said the proposals will 
have a significant impact on its business plans 
and a review of services is currently being car¬ 
ried out. But they also said the housing group 
is firmly committed to building hundreds of 
homes by 2018. 

Gary Fulford, group chief executive at the 
housing group, said: “Government plans to cut 
social rents will have a significant impact on 
our business plan. We are in the process of re¬ 
viewing services to deal with the challenges the 
rent cut presents and we are looking at where 
we can make savings and further efficiencies.” 

Determined 

He said the housing group is currently on site 
with almost 500 new homes and is committed 
to building 2,000 by March 2018, adding: “We 
are determined to deliver this large-scale devel¬ 
opment programme. We will continue to work 
closely with the National Housing Federation, 
the body that campaigns for affordable housing 
in England and represents the work of housing 
associations, to respond to these proposals for 
the benefit of our customers.” 

It emerged last month that an extra 2,000 
homes need to be built in Walsall to cope with 
demand for new properties, in addition to those 
already granted planning permission. Sites 
across the borough are now being looked at for 
potential residential use over the coming years. 

Thousands of new homes are already in the 
pipeline but more are needed to meet the re¬ 
quirements for almost 12,000 properties. 

It forms part of the Black Country Core 
Strategy (BCCS) and a site action plan being 
drawn up by Walsall Council. Major housing 
schemes in the borough include land at the 
former Goscote estate being lined up for more 
than 300 new properties.

Housing help 
for low earners 

MORE than 700 affordable homes will 
be built in Walsall over the next three 
years, council chiefs have said. 

Regeneration bosses are looking to 
create more affordable housing across 
the borough, alongside providers such 
as Walsall Housing Group. 

In a report Councillor Adrian An¬ 
drew said: “We worked closely with 
the Homes and Communities Agency 
and our main affordable housing pro¬ 
viders to ensure £15m grant funding 
was attracted to Walsall for our hous¬ 
ing providers to deliver 715 affordable 
homes between 2015 and 2018.” 

Leisure centre 
taking shape 

WORK is progressing well on the new 
multi-million pound leisure centre in 
Walsall Wood, council chiefs say. 

The external structure of the new 
building at Oak Park is now close to 
completion with the floors in place, 
the concrete for the swimming pools 
cast and the roofs finished. 

The new centre will include a 25- 
metre eight-lane swimming pool, 
teaching and learner pool, 100 station 
fitness suite, six-court sports hall, two 
squash courts, dance studio, sauna 
and steam, cafe and artificial turf 
pitch. 

Manor missing 
waiting targets 

WALSALL Manor Hospital has fallen 
further behind Government targets 
for patient waiting times, new figures 
have revealed. 

Bosses have put the drop in per¬ 
formance down to a lack of available 
beds. 

The amount of patients being 
treated within the four-hour target 
reduced to 93.7 per cent in August. 

This was a fall from 94.3 per cent at 
the Manor in July and still below the 
national 95 per cent standard.

Nurses given gadgets 
to help free up beds 


By Craig Hughes 


NURSES are being armed 
with iPads and iPods under a 
new £675,000 system to cut 
patient stays at Walsall Man¬ 
or Hospital. 

The technology to help record 
patients’ blood pressure, heart 
rate and temperature is to be 
rolled out across the wards. 

A total of 220 iPods and 66 iPads 
are being introduced for nurses and 
clinical staff to use as part of an elec¬ 
tronic system. 

The VitalPAC approach has been 
funded through the Government’s 
National Nursing Technology Fund 
and is initially being piloted on Ward 
1, which looks after elderly patients, 
and 15, which is for people with long 
term conditions. 

It is due to be rolled out across the 
rest of the hospital over the coming 
weeks. The electronic recording of 
patient observations means concerns 
can be relayed to doctors faster and 
reduce hospital stay for patients. 

Concerns 

It combines a patient observation 
details with test results and other 
data to automatically establish their 
condition known as an early warning 
score. If there are concerns then doc¬ 
tors or specialist staff are immediately 
alerted and can take action where 
necessary. 

Medics will also be able to access 
important data about their patients’ 
conditions from anywhere on the hos¬ 
pital’s computer network. 

Elsewhere in the country, VitalPAC 
has been shown to reduce the time it 
takes nurses to complete a set of ob¬ 
servations by up to 40 per cent. 

This is as well as reducing the 
length of time patients stay in hos¬ 
pital, increase staff productivity and 
drastically reduce healthcare-associ¬ 
ated infections. 

Zena Young, deputy director of 
nursing at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, said: “Our patients and their 
families will notice our nurses using 
iPads and iPods and we want them 
to be assured that we’re not chatting, 
we’re checking.”

HIS untimely death was met with 
an outpouring of sadness following 
years’ of working in the parks of Wal¬ 
sall.

Faith Whitehouse, aged 10, from 
Pelsall Village School, Emilie Du¬ 
rand, eight, from Ryders Hayes and 
10-year-old St Michael’s pupil Rosie 
Haycock designed the work. 

Mr Perrins-Seedhouse was first 
diagnosed with cancer of the saliva 
gland in 2008 but managed to fight it 
off. In January 2011 he was told that 
a different and incurable form of the 
illness had returned and was in his 
lungs. Doctors gave him 12 months to 
live but he continued to live as full a 
life as his health would allow. 

Sadly, his condition deteriorated 
and he passed away at Walsall St 
Giles Hospice last July.

Language 
training is 
knocked as 
funds lost 

HUNDREDS of jobseekers unable to 
speak English are set to lose out after 
a college providing language training 
lost more than £350,000 of funding - 
leading to fears unemployment in the 
area could rocket. 

Walsall Adult and Community Col¬ 
lege (WACC) has had its ESOL Plus 
Mandation Fund completely with¬ 
drawn by the Government. 

Bosses say it will mean them losing 
out on £380,000, and as a result hun¬ 
dreds of people will no longer be able 
to access the language course. 

Jobseekers whose first language is 
not English are currently offered help 
through the scheme, with many di¬ 
rected to the college through the job 
centre. 

The college said the number of peo¬ 
ple that the course could be provided 
would have to be halved following the 
cut. 

Around 500 people took the course 
last year. 

Principal Jev Bhalla said losing the 
funding was a huge blow. “Our roots 
lie in the community and that’s what 
makes us different. We are very close 
to community needs and clearly there 
is a big need in Walsall for speakers of 
another language,” he said. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz has 
called on the Government to reverse 
the decision and has raised the issue 
with the leader of the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

She said: “WACC has a proud his¬ 
tory of serving its community but this 
decision has the potential to limit its 
offer and impact.”

Reports of 
crimes in 
schools are 
on increase 

REPORTS of crime in schools across 
the country rose to more than 30,000 
last year, according to new figures. 

Of these, West Midlands Police 
dealt with a total of 1,929 crimes at 
the region’s schools in 2014. 

Although the overall number of 
offences has fallen in 12 months, the 
statistics show a rise in the number 
of pupils caught with weapons. While 
there have also been more violent at¬ 
tacks and sexual offences. 

Last year, police were called out 
after 45 times because of students 
possessing weapons - up from 19 in 
2013. The number of violent assaults 
rose from 426 to 495. There were also 
122 sexual offences reported, up from 
103 during the previous 12 months. 

Crimes that have seen a decrease 
include burglaries, thefts and arson 
attacks. In 2013, there were a total of 
2,012 crimes. Nationally, there were 
13,003 thefts, burglaries or robberies 
recorded, 9,319 reports of violence 
and 4,106 investigations into criminal 
damage or arson at primary, second¬ 
ary and further education institu¬ 
tions. 

In all, 32 police forces in England, 
Wales and Northern Ireland re¬ 
sponded to the Fol request, with West 
Midlands Police along with the Metro¬ 
politan, Greater Manchester force re¬ 
cording the highest number of crimes. 

At least 1,502 sex crimes were re¬ 
ported, according to the 25 police 
forces which provided data on sexual 
offences. The overall figure of 30,294 
in 2014 was up from 28,444 the pre¬ 
vious year. 

£1,300 payout 
over cigs sale 

A FORMER shop owner has been 
handed a court bill of more than 
£1,300 after he admitted selling to¬ 
bacco to a youth. 

Mohammed Arfan sold 10 Sterling 
Superkings cigarettes to a person 
under the age of 18 at M&D conven¬ 
ience store, Paddock Lane, Walsall, 
when he appeared at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court. The 45-year-old, of Pow- 
ick Road, Erdington, also admitted a 
charge of failing to display in a prom¬ 
inent position a tobacco-related sign. 

The offences took place on Janu¬ 
ary 20. Arfan said that he was not on 
the premises, which he later sold, at 
the time of the sale. Arfan was fined 
£80 on each of the charges. He was 
ordered to pay prosecution costs of 
£1,303.61 and a £20 victim surcharge. 

Church all set

WALSALL defender James O’Connor 
has opened up about his goal celebra¬ 
tion after netting against Chelsea - 
saying it was dedicated to his grandad 
who died the day before the match. 

O’Connor headed home just before 
half-time last Tuesday, clasping his 
hands together and looking into the 
skies as his team mates congratulated 
him afterwards. The Saddlers took on 
Jose Mourinho’s all-stars in the third 
round of the Capital One Cup. 

Despite a spirited display, Walsall 
eventually exited the tournament 
with the reigning cup holders running 


out 4-1 winners. But for O’Connor, 
whose grandad Frank was a big part 
of his life, it was hugely emotional 
moment when he got the goal to get 
his side back into the game at 2-1. 

“It felt like fate because it’s been an 
emotional few days,” the 30-year-old 
said. “I lost my grandad on Tuesday 
morning so I was hoping I could pop 
up and get a goal. Hopefully that was 
a nice dedication to him. 

“His name was Frank and he was a 
big part of my life and a big part of my 
football career. 

“It has been a tough time for the 


family and when the ball crossed the 
line it overtook me a little bit. I was 
glad it came just before half-time so I 
could compose myself. 

“I had to fight off a few tears but it 
was a nice moment.” 

O’Connor was cheered on at the 
Banks’s Stadium by a crowd of more 
than 10,500 fans which included his 
father, uncle and cousin. My old man, 
uncle and little cousin were all in the 
stands watching,” he added. 

“For a spell we gave it a really good 
go. Their performance was really posi¬ 
tive against a top, top class team.” 


Thousands paid out 
over staff incidents 


STAFF hit by objects, scalded and 
bitten by an animal - just some of 
the reasons Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust has shelled out thousands of 
pounds in compensation in the past 
five years. 

Forty-three compensation payments 
have been made, totalling almost 
£300,000, following accidents or inju¬ 
ries on the job between March 2010 and 
March this year. 

Around half of the claims were made after 
staff members slipped, tripped or fell, accord¬ 
ing to a Freedom of Information request. 

A total of £5,057 was paid to one staff 
member who was hit by an object. The trust 
awarded another £5,778 to an employee hit by 
a barrier and £6,303 to an employee who had 
been scalded. There was also a £5,739 payout 
by the health trust following an act of physical 
violence towards a worker. Walsall Council’s 
public health and wellbeing chief, Councillor 
Rose Martin said: “I’m sure the trust will be 
doing all it can to reduce the risks to its staff.” 

Highest 

In total, the health trust had to pay £295,349 
over five years. Claims equal to or over £10,001 
are paid by the National Health Service Liti¬ 
gation Authority, with those below this figure 
paid by the trust. Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust pays an excess of £10,000 for any claims 
that are over £10,000. 

Compensation claims paid to staff scaled to 
their highest in 2013/14 with £89,772 awarded 
to employees. A total of £54,704 in employee 
compensation claims was paid out over the 
last financial year. Staff compensation claims 
paid by the health trust in 2012/13 amounted 
to £42,605, while £49,794 was paid in 2011/12 
and £58,471 in 2010/11. 

It was revealed earlier this month that the 
trust has been told to save an extra £2.9 million 
this year, despite the fact bosses are already 
failing the original financial targets. 

The trust had set itself a target of over¬ 
spending on its budget by £17.7m in 2015/2016 
which chiefs called a ‘planned deficit’. But four 
months into the financial year bosses had al¬ 
ready spent an extra £100,000. They have 
blamed that on a number of reasons including 
overspending on nurses, as well as fines levied 
for missing targets relating to patients being 
referred for elective treatment on time.

Organisers were hopeful 
of emulating previous fund¬ 
raising efforts as previous 
events brought in £10,000 
for good causes in recent 
years. 

Four charities were sup¬

- The Glebe Centre, Mid¬ 
lands Air Ambulance, Wal¬ 
sall Heart Care and Cavell 
Nurse’s Trust. 

Families arrived early, 
many from Midlands’ run¬ 
ning clubs, to soak up the 
atmosphere ahead of the 
races.

MORE than 100 homes are to be built 
on the site of a former college in Row- 
ley Regis. The former St Michael’s 
Business and Enterprise College site 
in Thorne Road will be demolished 
after councillors approved plans sub¬ 
mitted by Redrow Homes to build 123 
properties on the site. 

The building has been empty since 
the college moved to a new site in 
Curral Road in 2010. Developers say 
they have received positive feedback 
from people living nearby regarding 
the plans, while councillors have also 
welcomed the application. 

Councillor Barbara Price said: “This 
has been vacant for long enough. If we 
are going to get homes on there, the 
quicker the better.” 

Council use of 
spy powers fall 

THE times spy powers have been used 
by council chiefs in Walsall has been 
slashed, new figures show. 

Surveillance under the Regulation 
of Investigatory Powers Act (RIPA) 
was used just five times in the last fi¬ 
nancial year. 

This compared to 55 times during 
a 12-month period from April 2010 to 
March 2011. There has been a gradual 
decrease since 2012. 

The times they were used from 
April 2014 to March 2015 were for 
trading standards issues such as age 
restricted test purchasing, taxis plying 
for hire and counterfeit goods. 

Resurfacing due 
on busy route 

A MAIN road into Walsall will be 
closed until October 16 during car¬ 
riageway resurfacing works. 

Wolverhampton Road leading from 
the town centre to M6 junction 10 
will be shut every night during the 
scheme. 

Motorists will face the restrictions 
from 9pm until 6am in a bid to reduce 
disruption. 

Work is being completed by Tarmac 
on the stretch between the junctions 
of Pleck Road and Bloxwich Lane. 

The route is the main link from the 
motorway to Walsall town centre and 
used by scores of motorists each day. 

Discoloured 
water is found 

DISCOLOURED water has hit parts 
of Willenhall. Severn Trent Water has 
received complaints from the WV13 
postcode, which includes Deansfield, 
Portobello and Willenhall. 

Homes in the WV1 postcode, which 
covers Wolverhampton city centre, 
were also affected. 

Teams were sent out to flush the 
mains clear and take samples. The 
firm said discolouration is usually 
caused by the disturbance of mains 
sediments and deposits that accumu¬ 
late at the bottom of water pipes.

New Street 
is better - 
except as 
a station 


ON Friday, I took a day off work to see 
the revamped Birmingham New Street 
Station. 

From the outside I thought it a little 
underwhelming, to be brutally honest.

Bins move hope for 
life without the knife

Hundreds of deadly weapons 
have been handed in after bins 
were put out across the region.

LIKE a terrifying piece of modern 
art, 406 deadly weapons are dis¬ 
played side by side for the first 
time. 

A serrated knuckleduster designed to 
maim victims, an intimidating 20-inch 
machete, and a fierce jigsaw blade are 
among the horrifying arsenal taken off 
the West Midlands streets in the past six 
months. 

“They live in a life of perceived fear,” says 
Mike Smith, founder of Word 4 Weapons, de¬ 
scribing those who surrendered the haul in 11 
deposit bins across Wolverhampton and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The aim is to rid the streets of these lethal 
killers. But expectations are realistic. 

“In the Bible, it refers to people who live by 
the sword, end up dying the by the sword, and 
the same applies now,” he said. “Carrying a 
weapon does not save a life, it takes a life. The 
bins are not going to solve it alone. 

Surrendered 

“People have been killing each other since 
Cain and Abel and that is not going to stop 
overnight. But it is part of the puzzle.” 

There were 406 weapons surrendered in 
the latest cache. But more than 15,000 have 
been collected across the West Midlands and 
London by this pioneering voluntary scheme 
since 2009. Mr Smith added: “I started in 2007 
and the reason was that I saw so many young 
people lose their lives because of knives. We 
could never do this on our own. There is a lot 
of support from police, local authorities, and 
community organisations. 

“We go into schools and talk about the con¬ 
sequences of carrying a knife and what could 
happen. In schools pupils are taught maths 
and English, how to make a baby but not how 
to save lives. These are the things that made 


me feel we needed to do something. In the 
West Midlands the communities have been 
very engaged. They have asked for it and they 
have supported it. 

“Knife crime has been around for a long, 
long time. I grew up in 1960 and can remem¬ 
ber the skinheads, mods, rockers, punks, and 
teddy boys. They carried them around. In so¬ 
ciety we have a gang culture and territorial 
culture. If they knew the fact you are more 
likely to be injured or killed by carrying one 
they wouldn’t do it. 

“We have other influences out there such as 
TV and films. We can’t stop those influences 
but as parents and guardians we can teach and 
coach our children to separate reality from fic¬ 
tion. A lot of education has to start at home. 

“TV and films are dramatised. It feeds nega¬ 
tivity by glamorising. Look at James Bond; he 
shoots people, and sleeps with many beautiful 


women. We need to instil values in people so 
that they can separate fact from fiction. 

“The reality of being in a gang is not glam¬ 
orous. It is boring.” 

The perception of fear is something that is 
echoed by a top West Midlands police officer 
who works to clear knives and guns from the 
streets. Detective Constable Dave Webb said: 
“I work as a link between the community and 
the police. The scheme has helped establish 
trust with the local communities and from the 
number of knives and even fire arms depos¬ 
ited, the results speak for themselves. 

“There were more than 100 knives in one 
bin in Wolverhampton including a live fire¬ 
arm. It is all about trust and confidence but 
it is important that this is something that is 
run by the community. Why do people carry 
knives? It is about protection. Because one 
person has a knife, someone else thinks they 


need one. Each one of these lives represents a 
concerned mother or someone who has found 
a knife in their child’s room and has the trust 
and confidence to get rid of it safely. 

“They represent someone who has gone to 
school and had made that choice that they do 
not need it and surrendered it.” 

Knife crime has reduced from 4,116 inci¬ 
dents in 2002/03 to 1,555 last year. 

But that is still an average of four knife 
crimes a day across the Black Country and 
Birmingham. 

Community campaigner Desmond Jaddoo 
added: “I think a lot of it is peer pressure. 
They see others around them with knives and 
think they have to too. Others are poor and 
think the only way they can get what they 
want is to rob someone else.” 

In total, 406 items were last week emptied 
from the collection bins, including 104 in 
Whitmore Reans and 14 in Heath Town, both 
in Wolverhampton. 

The city will host the first Word 4 Weapons 
Community Awards at Molineux next month 
to recognise the contribution made by people 
to rid knives from the streets. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “These are ordi¬ 
nary people who are coming together to get 
knives and weapons off our streets. 

“The numbers here may be shocking but it 
shows the bins are working. 

“Residents can be reassured that every ef¬ 
fort is being made to reduce knife crime. The 
figures are down by a third in the last decade 
and schemes like this with faith leaders and 
community figures is effective.” 

Deputy Police and Crime Commissioner 
Yvonne Mosquito said: “It is the community 
that has taken this action. Although looking 
at the number and sheer variety of the weap¬ 
ons is horrifying, this is good news. Each one 
of these knives is someone who has not been 
killed or stabbed. 

“There were people who were sceptical at 
the start of this project but getting these weap¬ 
ons off our streets is encouraging.” 

There are bins in Whitmore Reans, Heath 
Town, Sparkbrook, Edgbaston, Hockley, 
Lozells, Erdington, and Aston. 

Another bin is planned for the Sandwell 
area, likely to be in West Bromwich.

COUNTLESS children aspire 
to be astronauts but Walt 
Cunningham is one of the 
select few who have actually 
been lucky enough to travel 
beyond the Earth’s atmos¬ 
phere. 

And the man himself touched 
down in Walsall on Saturday to 
share his out-of-this-world experi¬ 
ences with an audience. 

In 1968, Walt was part of an Apollo 
7 crew sent on an engineering test 
flight which paved the way for Neil 
Armstrong stepping onto the moon 
less than a year later. 

Not surprisingly, he is a man pas¬ 
sionate about exploring space - and 
it is the 1960s ‘golden age’ which he 
discussed at Walsall Town Hall. 

In setting out what motivated the 
pioneers of that era, the American - 
who spent nearly 11 days in space and 
orbited the Earth 163 times - revealed 
his frustration at the lack of space ex¬ 
ploration in the 21st century. 

He said: “Back in the time of Apollo 
we were willing to push the next fron¬ 
tier much like Magellan when he was 
pushing the frontier to go around 
Earth for the first time. 

“Most humans today have backed 
off from all that. The next frontier is 
inter-planetary flight. We can only do 
that if we are willing to take risks. We 
are in a society that has become pretty 
risk averse and you can see that in the 
space programmes.” 

Mr Cunningham, now aged 83, is a 
strong belieyer the benefits of push¬ 
ing boundaries go far beyond the in¬ 
itial achievement. He added: “When 
we went to the moon that was an ac¬ 
complishment which was nice, it was 
very impressive, but the benefit that 
fell out to all of us was technology and 
the breakthrough and the mental as¬ 
pects of going and doing these things.” 


One of the reasons for the slowdown 
in space exploration, according to Mr 
Cunningham, is the difference in back¬ 
ground of many of today’s astronauts. 

Whereas he was a fighter pilot, now 
most of those who reside at the Inter¬ 
national Space Station are scientists. 

Mr Cunningham admitted we are 


unlikely to see mankind on Mars 
any time soon. His frustration at a 
perceived lack of ambition in today’s 
explorers is matched in scale only by 
his pride in the ‘golden age’, when the 
public watched in awe as nation’s com¬ 
peted to go further and further beyond 
the known world.

Opposition 
to housing

OPPOSITION to controversial plans to build 
a large housing estate in Great Wyrley is 
mounting as a local MP joins the protest. 

Gavin Williamson has vowed to kick-start a cam¬ 
paign to block the building of 136 homes in Landy- 
wood Lane. The MP for South Staffordshire said he 


planned to meet residents 
to fight the scheme. 

A petition against the 
move has already reached 
more than 1,000 signatures 
within three days. New SOS 
- Save Our Space - signs 
and banners have also been 
made. Two petition points 
have been set up in the vil¬ 
lage - at Fusion electrical 
engineers in Station Street 
and a gazebo outside the 
home of residents Glenis 
and Clive Priest. 

Mr Williamson said he 
was outraged at the scheme 
submitted by KGL Holdings, 
run by local businessman 
Ken Lees who two years ago 
fronted a similar bid. 

He said: “These plans 
have been rejected repeat¬ 
edly.

From what I’ve seen they 
are a gross intrusion into 
the village and take away 
the individual identities of 
Great Wyrley and Cheslyn 
Hay as this development 
would join them together.”

A TREE of life is on display at Walsall 
Arboretum’s new visitor centre and 
has been made by a group of talented 
crafters - representing a potentially 
lifesaving brand of knitting. 

The Walsall Arboretum Crafters 
group, which has around 30 members, 
meets weekly at the Arboretum and 
wants to pass on their skills such as 
the unique art of fabric felting for the 
wider community to enjoy. 

The group’s tree of life has been 
produced entirely by hand and is laden 
with unique leaf designs and hangings, 
and is a metaphor for how knitting 
can save lives. The crafters have been 
tasked by a national charity with links 


to Africa to produce ‘fish and chip’ 
blankets for babies. 

The blankets are called this because 
some newborns in African hospitals 
are wrapped in newspaper to keep 
them warm like fish and chips - before 
they are sent home. Walsall Manor 
Hospital has also commissioned them 
to knit tiny hats for its premature ba¬ 
bies unit. Lynne Tandy, founder of the 
group, said: “As soon as we heard that 
our skills could help keep little ones 
warm at a crucial stage during their 
first hours we felt really proud. 

“The baby clothing and blankets 
that we knit for tiny babies both 
here and in Africa is very close to our 


hearts. We are a diverse mix of crafters 
who have developed together in a very 
natural and organic way. One thing 
that we all have in common is that we 
love being creative together. It is won¬ 
derful to be able to share skills with 
each other and hopefully the wider 
community, too.” 

Bloxwich West Councillor Louise 
Harrison said: “The tree of life is a 
vibrant and delightful addition to 
the Arboretum visitor’s centre and is 
much admired by all who’ve seen it.”

Trio jailed 
for attack 
in 'open 
warfare* 


THREE thugs who launched ‘open warfare’ 
in a Black Country street armed with a metal 
bar, hammer and chain have been locked up. 

Matthew Hughes, James Cook and Shane Mason, 
all 22, took part in an alcohol-fuelled attack on a car 
with two people inside. Hughes swung a chain at the 


vehicle while Cook, with 
wielding a hammer, tar¬ 
geted the windscreen. 

The attack took place 
in Stretton Road, on Wil- 
lenhall’s Beacon estate, on 
June 9 last year. Trouble 
flared due to a personal ven¬ 
detta between them and the 
victims. 

All three pleaded guilty to 
affray and were sentenced 
to a year behind bars. 
Cook, formally of Stretton 
Road but who now lives in 
Brownhills, was given an 
extra three months after 
admitting assault occasion¬ 
ing actual bodily harm for 
a separate attack that night 
on Derek Rowley causing 
two cuts which required 
stitches. Hughes, of Hall 
Green Street, Bilston, was 
also handed another six 
months to be served concur¬ 
rently for causing more than 
£800 of criminal damage.

Essington, was also serving 
a suspended sentence for 
battery in 2012 but was is¬ 
sued no further punishment 
for breaching that order. 

That evening, Hughes, 
Cook and Mason had been 
drinking at Cook’s house 
before going to the Victo¬ 
ria Club in Bloxwich. It is 
believed a row broke out at 
the nightspot. All three orig¬ 
inally denied a string of pub¬ 
lic order offences prompting 
a trial which ended when 
they later changed their 
pleas. It emerged the group 
attacked the car because of 
a personal vendetta against 
the man inside. 

Witnesses said the scenes 
were like ‘open warfare’ 
claiming the victim’s family 
retaliated with violence of 
their own, although no fur¬ 
ther charges were made.

Violinist Nicola Benedetti performed with passion and verve at Symphony Hall, Birmingham 


Vivaldi by violin virtuoso 


Nicola Benedetti, 

Symphony Hall, Birmingham 

ACCLAIMED Scottish violinist Nicola 
Benedetti paid tribute to her father’s home¬ 
land with an Italian themed concert on 
Saturday. Opening with Vivaldi’s The Four 
Seasons, the 28-year-old former young mu¬ 
sician of the year took the solos in a string 
ensemble that included her partner on and 
off stage, German cellist Leonard Elschen- 
broich. Miss Benedetti played with vigour 
and a joy as infectious as her smile but her 
energetic approach was tempered with an 
understanding that teased fresh qualities 
from such a well-known piece. 

The first half of the concert ended with 
a Vivaldi excerpt but this time the famous 
violinist played a supporting role to the 
highly talented young string players from 
the National Children’s Orchestra. There 


was nothing patronising about this addition 
to the programme as the young musicians’ 
standards were impeccable. 

After the interval, came Duetti D’Amore, 
by Mark-Anthony Turnage, written for 
Benedetti and and her cellist partner. A 
challenging piece, it reflected the phases 
and foibles of a human relationship, from 
discord to harmony. Its five brief sections, 
lasting a total of 15 minutes, received polite 
applause rather than the enthusiastic ap¬ 
preciation of the Vivaldi. It was rewarding 
to hear a new work which had received its 
premiere as part of this short tour. 

The performance ended with the return 
of her fellow musicians for a romantic Rus¬ 
sian take on the Italian theme in Tchaik¬ 
ovsky’s Souvenir De Florence, which Miss 
Benedetti led with passion and verve.

Lots of celebrations and surprises as 
JW Hunt Cup hits 90-vear milestone 


LAUGHTER and surprises were 
the name of the game at the 90th 
anniversary celebration of the 
historic JW Hunt Cup that sees 
amateur footballers battle it out 
for the right to appear at Mo- 
lineux. 

Launched in 1926, the competition 
has raised £308,000 to help blind resi¬ 
dents since its creation. 

The recent gathering, at the Goodyear 
Pavilion, in Stafford Road, Wolverhampton, 
was part of a series of activities being held 
to mark the milestone. 

Proceeds from the popular competition 
are donated to Beacon Centre for the Blind. 

At the event the competition’s former 
secretary and treasurer Walter Wakeman 
was presented with an engraved glass de¬ 
canter in recognition of his more than 35 
years service to the football cup. 


MEMORY LANE

Mr Wakeman, 86, of Lodge Road, Oxley, 
was invited to become secretary in 1985 re¬ 
placing Peter Crane, before taking on the 
treasurer’s role in 1994 - a post he gave up 
only last year. 

The trophy is named in memory of John 
William Hunt, a businessman and benefac¬ 
tor who founded the local Chillington Tool 
Company and was a supporter of charities 
in the area. 

Tireless 

Mr Wakeman, also a retired referee, says: 
“The whole idea for the JW Hunt Cup was 
to raise money for the Blind Institute that 
was based almost opposite Molineux in Wa¬ 
terloo Road. 

The first final was held in 1927 when it 


cost only pence to go and watch. “It is won¬ 
derful that the competition has been run¬ 
ning for so long. 

“It’s not just about me. A lot of other peo¬ 
ple have been tireless in their work for it.” 

He was presented with the special gift by 
Wolverhampton Wanderers club secretary 
Richard Skirrow, who praised him for his 
dedication to the sport. 

Teams that compete come from a 40-mile 
radius from the Birmingham, Staffordshire, 
Shropshire and Worcestershire Football As¬ 
sociations and the final is held at Molineux. 

The inaugural winners were Short Heath 
United, who beat Cannon Iron. 

The silver trophy which has distinctive 
‘crocodile’ design handles has been won by 
Tividale FC for the last two years and was 
on display at the event along with memora¬ 
bilia collected by the cup’s committee over 
the decades, including winning team photo¬ 
graphs, players’ badges, and medals. 

Chillington’s trademark was the ‘croc¬ 


odile’, and this was incorporated into the 
cup. 

Cup president Alex Hamil, of Ettingshall 
Park, said: “We are very proud to be in our 
90th year and are looking forward to cele¬ 
brating our 100th anniversary. 

“There used to be thousands of these 
competitions all over the place, now there 
are just a few so I’m very proud to see still 
going we hope to see it carry on for many 
years to come. 

“Without people like Walter this compe¬ 
tition just wouldn’t happen. We appreciate 
everything that he’s done.” 

Around 60 supporters of the cup includ¬ 
ing referees and former players attended 
the event that included a buffet and a raffle 
with proceeds going the Beacon Centre for 
the Blind, which is based in Sedgley Road 
East. 

Earlier this year an exhibition of cup 
memorabilia was held at the Black Country 
Living Museum.

FATE decided that a small Mid¬ 
lands riverside town would wit¬ 
ness the birth of arguably the 
greatest playwright the world 
has ever known. 

This alone secured Stratford-upon-Av¬ 
on’s destiny as a world-class destination, 
welcoming some five and a half million visi¬ 
tors every year. And it’s about to get bigger! 

Next year is the 400th anniversary of Wil¬ 
liam Shakespeare’s death with literature 
fans, academics and tourists from across 
the world set to descend on the town to take 
part in the festivities. 

It will be a wonderful celebration to be a 
part of. But if you want to see some of the 
many jewels this beautiful market town has 
to offer in relative peace then it is probably 
best to go now. 

Stratford-upon-Avon is breathtakingly 
picturesque and almost on our doorstep. 
You don’t have to be a Shakespeare fan to 
enjoy it either; visitors can find tranquillity 
along the River Avon, check out a host of 
family attractions, enjoy top shopping and 
fine restaurants. Any trip can be exactly As 
Worth a visit - Shakespeare Birthplace Trust You Like It though, if you do like a little

prose, live theatre and care to drop out the 
odd Shakespeare quote then you’ll be spoilt 
rotten here. 

The Shakespeare Birthplace Trust runs 
a number of Tudor homes linked to the 
Bard, transporting visitors back to the 16th 
century. The most popular is, of course, the 
Birthplace museum, the family home where 
following his birth in April 1564 he was 
raised in a time when the town was gripped 
by the bubonic plague. 

It’s known that, at the age of 18, William 
lived at the house in Henley Street for a 
time with his new bride Anne Hathaway 
who was already three months pregnant. 

There are traditional English gardens 
behind the house and here you can often 
catch ad hoc performances by actors who 
take requests. On a sunny afternoon I wiled 
away some time watching these casual per¬ 
formances. 

Also very popular is Anne Hathaway’s 
Cottage in a small wooded valley on the out¬ 
skirts of the town. The former farmhouse 
feels fixed in time and includes some orig¬ 


inal artefacts from the Hathaway’s family 
home. In nearby Wilmcote is Mary Arden’s 
farm. Mary was Shakespeare’s mother and 
she inherited the farm. Here there are na¬ 
ture trails, archery, falconry and animals as 
well as an adventure playground. 

No visitor to Stratford could fail to spot 
the imposing Royal Shakespeare Theatre 
overlooking the river. In fact, the RSC owns 
a large swathe of the town from the thea¬ 
tre right up to the Holy Trinity Church. To 
watch a show here is to see Shakespeare 
at it’s finest. The actors are of the highest 
calibre and no production is ever the same. 

Impressive 

But if you don’t have time to watch a pro¬ 
duction or think theatre is Much Ado About 
Nothing, it’s worth joining one of the be¬ 
hind-the-scenes tours, offering a chance to 
sit inside the impressive theatre and hear of 
its recent transformation. You also get to go 
into wardrobe, the ‘control room’, see the 
dressing rooms, and some of the exquisite 
costumes and learn some of the technical 
secrets such as the truth about David Ten¬ 
nant’s hair in Richard II. 

Stratford itself still follows a medieval 


grid pattern of streets and it’s easy to nav¬ 
igate. However, a lovely way to view the 
town from a different angle is along the 
River Avon be it via a rowing boat, motor- 
boat, canoe or punt. We enjoyed a 40-min¬ 
ute river cruise thanks to Avon Boating. 

Everywhere you turn in Stratford there 
are historic buildings but if you want to re¬ 
ally submerge yourself in the experience I 
recommend the four-star Macdonald Alves- 
ton Manor Hotel, just minutes from the 
town but offering an oasis of tranquillity. 

Stratford offers a range of restaurants 
to suit every budget from a Marco Pierre 
White to Wetherspoons, but you would be 
missing out on a real treat if you didn’t 
dine at the hotel’s award-winning Manor 
Restaurant. 

If you are looking for something to do 
with the children there are several attrac¬ 
tions such as Tudor World, ghost walks, or 
the Butterfly Farm. 

Should you have time to spare there are 
a host of shops in the town from high street 
stores, to more exclusive names and some 
unique businesses. So the question now is 
not ‘to be in Stratford or not to be’ - rather 
when will we be there again?

Taking a fascinating 
look behind the scenes 


W hen Wayne Rooney blasted 
home a penalty past Swiss 
keeper Yann Sommer in 
England’s 2-0 European Qualifying 
win at Wembley last month, it marked 
a milestone in the career of the 
29-year-old England captain. 

It was Rooney’s 50th goal for his 
country and saw him overtake Sir 
Bobby Charlton’s record to become 
the national team’s all-time top scorer. 

Now, to mark the achievement the 
Manchester United striker has given 
cameras unique access to his life and 
family, including wife Coleen, their 
sons Kai and Klay, and all four of the 
boys’ grandparents. 

“I have been approached many 
times about allowing the cameras into 
our lives and always said no,” Rooney 
says. 

“But now seems the right time. This 
film is not just about my goals, it’s 
about the people I care about the 
most, my team mates, the people 
closest to me but most importantly, my 
family.” 

The film, presented by Gary Lineker, 
takes Rooney back to the housing 


estates in Merseyside where he grew 
up as an Everton fan. 

Born in Croxteth, Liverpool, Rooney 
began playing for Liverpool 
Schoolboys and Copplehouse boys’ 
club in the local Walton and Kirkdale 
junior league, before being spotted by 
Everton scout Bob Pendleton. 


Rooney joined Everton aged nine, 
and was mascot for Toffees in the 
Merseyside derby as an 11-year-old. 

Then on 19 October 2002, five days 
before his 17th birthday, Rooney 
scored the winner against Arsenal to 
end the Gunners’ 30-match unbeaten 
run, and make his the youngest 
goalscorer in Premier League history. 

Rooney also became the youngest 
player to play for England when he 
earned his first cap in a friendly 
against Australia in 2003 aged 17 
years and 111 days, and since then 
Rooney has continued to shine for 
club and country. 

But despite spending his footballing 
career in the spotlight, Rooney has 
mostly attempted to keep his private 
life - with a few highly publicised 
exceptions. 


However, Lineker, who is now third 
behind Rooney in the list of England 
scorers with 48, says: “I think that our 
film will allow the public to discover 
the real Wayne Rooney. 

“It’s been great spending time with 
him and the whole Rooney family. 
Remember also that Wayne is still 
only 29, he could push this record 
considerably higher yet.” 

Following his journey from humble 
beginnings to bona fide world-class 
footballer and record-breaker, this 
exclusive film promises to show 
Wayne’s world off the pitch. 

And according to Tony Pastor, 
Goalhanger Films creative director, it 
will be an eye-opener for most football 
fans.
